We hear, too, that attention is being given 
to another important question, that of cold 
storage, which has had such a large develop- 
men: in Europe and, to a greater extent, in 
America. We all know how difficult it is here 
to obtain meat that is tender, because it has to 
be eaten so soon after it is killed; if it could 
be keps for a few days in cold storage it would 
become tender and much more wholesome. The 
butchers often sustain much loss by having to 
get rid cf their meat in so short atime, and 
this tends to increase the price. The same 
argument applies to fish, fruit, and many other 
commodities, Game is brought here in small 
quantities from Cyprus, Asia Minor, Italy, 
Austria, and other places, but it is very dear, 
and has to be got rid of immediately on its 
arrival. With proper means for cold storage, 
this trade would considerably increase, and 
prices would become much more reasonable. In 
many ways cold storage will be a benefit, and 
it will put within the reach of people of moder- 
ate means, advantages which have hitherto 
been available only to the much smaller 
class of wealthy people. We are glad to hear 
that, among others, the Alexandria Water 
Company is taking up this question, and will 
probably before long erect both ice-works and 
cold storage. It appears to us that this 
company should be in a position to carry out 
such work economically, and to offer these

. pany has acquired, among other assets, certain 
‘rights with regard to the future extension of 
the line, the prolongation of which to Addis 
Abeba, the capital of the Emperor Menelik’s 
dominions, now appears, in one way or 
another, assured. Particulars with regard 
to the business and prospects of the Railway 
Company are to be found in the last 
report issued by that company, a reprint 
of which is hereto annexed.
